HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Sopt. 18.—Thj 


government steamer New-field has arrivixl 
here from Sable island, bringing Capt. 
Gasston and threa other seamen—survivors 
of tho British bark Britannia—wrecked on 
tho northeast bar o£ the island last Monday 
morning. The Britannia sailed from Marant 
Buy, Jamaica, on tho evening o£ August 10, 
bound for Montreal, with a cargo consisting 
of 400 tons of sugar and 
twenty-five 


puncheons oC rum. Considerable stormy 
weather was experienced, but the ship 
weathered it 
safely, 
though 
losing a 


utunber 
of 
sails 
and 
a 
portion 
ot 


her bulwarks. On the evening o£ Sunday, 
Sept. 2, she approached tho treacherous and 
dreaded coast of Sable island. During: the 
afternoon Capt. Gasston had 
got sight, 


and states ha expected to pass in tho night 
between ihirty and forty miles to tho east- 
ward of the island. About 1 o'clock Monday 
moruins, when Chief Officer Foyo was in 
charge on deck with three men, the man at 
the wheel directed his attention to a white 
lino on the starboard side. Foyo replied it 
was an iceberg, which they had cleared safely. 
An instant later tho vessel struck on the 
sand-bar, und refused to start, when the 
bolm was ordered "hardaport." There was 
ane boat on board, and after daylight this 
was launched, but immediately broken in 
pieces by tho sea. Tho men wore thus loft 
helpless on tho wreck, where they remained 
until last Tuesday evening. Tho dark then 
began to break up, and the situation became 
so serious that tho people had to take to a 
small raft that had formed of itself of tho 
floating wreckage. By tho time all had 
reached 
it, 
including

crow and tho captain's wife and four chil- 
dren, darkness had fallen and they were iu 
terrible danger. Capt Gasston at one side 
was endeavoring to strengthen their support 
when a sea swept over them and carried 
every soul into the water. Tho captain and 
eight of his men succeeded in reaching the 
raft. Two of tbo children, a baby girt C 
months old and a boy of 3 years, were along- 
side struggling in the water and were quickly 
pulled out, but a few minutes afterward 
both expired in their father's arms from 
fright and exposure. Tho captain got a 
lino and again tried to tie some of the 
wreckage together, but was prevented by tbo 
rough sea. Tho steward was lashed to tho 
planks for safety, but ho died there, the 
water continually washing over him. Ten 
minutes later another sea carried off throe 
others, and they too failed to reach the raft 
again. Au effort had been made early •> the 
night to keep tho rait alongside the Britannia, 
but about 9 o'clock it broko away. When 
day broko on Wednesday, Capt. Gasston 
and four others who 
li..-l survived tho 


night 
found 
themselves

tliree miles from Sable island. 
At 9 o'clock 


a young man named Ernest Molton was 
washed off, and another named William Ead 
leaped in to tho rough water to attempt to 
save him, but failed in his noble effort and re- 
gained tho raft only with great difliculty. 
About 10 o'clock a boat was seen putting off 
toward them from tho island, and soon after 
tho four wornout survivors found thomsolves 
safe on tho shore. 
They were taken good 


care of until yesterday, when the steamer 
Newflcld arrived, and at once returned with 
them to Halifax.

labor committee Albert Sink, commissioner 
of tho Trunk line pool, testified as to tbo pur- 
poses 'of 'tbo railway combinations which bo 
represented. Be said that railway pools did 
not interfere with healthy and natural .com- 
petition but were ' intended to prevent that 
ruinous rate cutting which was alike dis- 
astrous to tho railways and thoir patrons, 
and to improve connections and better ac- 
commodate tho public. 
He thought legisla- 


tion might bo employed to assist tho ruil- 
roads in maintaining uniform rates, if such 


organization as ho managed could 


bo incorporated by tho gonera! government; 
but no diract legislation would avail. It 
would bo best to lot tho railroads manapfo 
thoir own' 'business, -until i-xiple came to 
understand that the iuWrt*: ; of the public 
and of the railroads weru identical. Any 
legislation or attempt at legislation at tho 
present tiuw would bo regarded with sus- 
picion. The Reagan transportation bill was 
utterly impracticable. Freight rates in this

the tendency was to still lower them. The 
-scheme that the government should purchase 
the :' railroads and run them itself ho pro- 
nounced the wildest folly, and one which no 
sane man. would for a moment contemplate.

ot 112,000 .miles of railroad ia. the United 
States was about $7,000,000,000. Last year 
the gross receipts ot all these different lines
